The importance of correct spelling can hardly be over" 
estimated. Nothing stamps one as illiterate so quickly as poor 
spelling. Various attempts have been made to simplify our 
language and reduce its orthography to a phonetic basis, but as 
nothing has yet been accomph'shed in this direction, it remains 
for us to spell the language as it is, or suffer for our neglect. 

This book contains 4,000 words selected with a view to prac- 
tical use. Only those words which are counmonly used and also 
commonly missed, have been incorporated herein, and it is 
believed that one who thoroughly masters the contents of this 
book will have little occasion to regret the consequences of poor 
spelling. 

The pages devoted to Rules for Spelling, Punctuation and 
Capital Letters will also be found very useful to many persons. 
Students of shorthand should be perfectly familiar with these 
pages, and although the rules given are greatly condensed, it is 
believed that they cover the essential points. 

If the contents of this book shall be the means of enabling 
young persons, esi)ecially stenographers and oflBce clerks to write 
more accurate English its mission will be fulfilled.

RULES FOR SPELLING. 

The orthography of the English language is so irregular that 
but few rules can be laid down that are sufficiently general to 
be of value to the student. Perhaps none can be cited which 
will not have exceptions. Too much dependence should not 
therefore be placed on rules, but on the other hand we should 
not ignore such a valuable guide, as for instance, the rule for 
the formation of the past tense of verbs, because there are irreg* 
ular verbs. 

We have arranged below a list of niles which are of such uni- 
versal application that they will be found exceedingly helpful 
to those who familiarize themselves with them. 

I. Final ful is always f-u-l and fully f-u-1-l-y. 

II. Ei follows c soft and ie follows other consonants; as: 
deceive, receive; believe, reprieve. 

III. Words ending in e generally omit it when taking an addi- 
tional syllable beginning with a vowel and retain it when the 
additional syllable begins with a consonant; as: invade, invad- 
ing; pale, paleness. The common exceptions to this rule are: 
judgment, acknowledgment, abridgment, argument and duly. 

IV. In case final e is preceded by c or g it is retained upon 
adding able or ous; as: peace, peaceable; charge, chargeable, 
courage, courageous. If it is preceded by o or e it is retained 
before ing; as: shoe, shoeing. 

V. Monosyllables and words accented on the last syllable 
when they end in a consonant preceded by a single vowel double 
the final consonant on taking a suffix beginning with a vowel; 
as: begin, beginning; tan, tanned. 

VI. The possessive singular is generally formed by adding 's 
to the nominative singular form and the possessive plural by 
simply adding the * to the nominative plural; as: girl, girl's, 
girls*. In case the nominative plural is not formed regularly i e. 
by adding s to the singular, then the possessive plural is formed 
the same as the possessive singular by adding *s to the nomina- 
tive plural; as: child, child's, children, children's. 

VIL Words ending in y preceded by a vowel form their plu- 
rals by adding s, but if preceded by a consonant change y to i 
and add es; as: valley, valleys; lady, ladies.
